(SECTION “4a” of Article Three). 


Be it Enacted by the People of the State of Oklahoma: 


That the Constitution of the State of Oklahoma, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by adding to Article three thereof, as Section “4a,” the 
following: 


Section 4a: “No person shall be registered as an elector of this State, 
or be allowed to vote in any election held herein, unless he be able to 
read and write any section of the Constitution of the State of Oklahoma; 
but no person who was, on January ist, 1866, or at any time prior thereto, 
entitled to vote under any form of Government, or who at that time resided 
ın some foreign nation, and no lineal decendant of such person, shall be 
denied the right to register and vote because of his inability to so read 
and write sections of such Constitution. 


Precinct election inspectors having in charge the registration of electors 
shall enforce the provisions of this section at the time of registration, pro- 
vided registration be required. Should registration be dispensed with the 
provisions of this section shall be enforced by the precinct election officers 
when electors apply for ballots to vote.

of a director will expire; or a vacancy shall occur, will be required to elect 
Delegates. Each Director shall be elected by the County Delegates from 
the Supreme Court Judieial District within which he resides.

(f) On the third Wednesday after the issuance of the Governor's 
proclamation declaring this section adopted the Annual County Institutes 
tor the current year shall be held in each County and shall be in lieu of 
ihe Annual County Institute herein provided to be held on the second 
Wednesday in July of such year; and four weeks after the date of such 
County Institutes the State Institute shall meet at Stillwater, which State 
Institute shall be in lieu of the Annual State Institute for the current year 
herein provided to be held on the second Wednesday in August.

(8) At such State Institute ten Directors of the State Board of Agri- 
culture Shall be elected, two from each Supreme Court Judicial District, 
and they shall immediately thereafter_determine by lot their respective 
terms of office. Two of such Directors shall hold office for a term of one 
year, two for two years, two for three years, two for four years, and two 
for five years; added to the term of each shall be the time intervening 
between the date of such election and the second Wednesday in August

(h) Two Directors shall be elected by each Annual State Institute 
thereafter. No Director shall be elected to succeed himself, 


(i) No Director shall be appointed to any salaried position under the 
Board during the term d which he was elected. 


(j) Direcors shall receive such compensation and perform such 
duties as now provided for the members of the State Board of Agriculture, 
or such as may hereafter be provided by law; Provided, that no Director 
shall receive pay for more than .sixty days in any one year. 
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(k) Any Director removing from his District shall cease to be a 
member of the Board.

of Representatives and one copy shall be delivered to the President of the 
Senate and the other to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
which officers shall open and: lay the same before the separate houses

In the preparation of every shot to be fired in 
any slope, plane, air course, cross-cut entry or room neck in any coal mine 
in this State, the coal to be shot down shall be cut to a depth at least six 
inches greater than the depth of the hole in which the explosive is to be 
placed. No shot shall. be fired by any person’ in any slope, plane, cross- 
cut, entry, or room neck in any coal mine in this State, unless the coal has 
been first cut to a depth of at least six inches greater than the depth 
of the hole prepared for the shot. 


In the preparation of the shots to:be fired in any room or rooms in 
any ccal mine in this State, no shot shall be prepared or made where the 
block of coal sought to be removed is greater in width than the perpen- 
dicular height of the coal, and it shall be one-half mined for the full length 
of the hole, and no person shall fire any shot in any room in any coal mine 
in this State until the same has been prepared as above specified. i

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons or asso- 
ciation of persons, corporation or corporations, to bet or wager by means 
of books, machines,or any other devices or to occupy any room, shed, tene- 
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ment or building, or any part thereof, or to occupy any place upon any 
grounds with books, apparatus, or paraphernalia for the purpose of record- 
ing or registering bets or wagers or of selling pools, or making books or 
mutuals upon the result of any trial of speed or power of endurance of 
animals or beasts; or being the owner or lessee or occupant of any room, 
tent, tenement, shed, booth, or building, or part thereof, at any place know- 
ingly to permit the same to be used or occupied for any other such pur- 
poses, or therein to keep, exhibit, or employ any device or apparatus for 
the purpose of recording or registering such bets or wagers or the selling: 
or making of such bcoks, pools or mutuals, or to become the custodian or ' 
depository for gain, hire or reward of any money, property or thing of value 
bet or wagered or to be wagered or bet contrary to the provisions of this 
Act, or to receive, register, record, forward or purport or pretend to forward to 
cr for any race course within or without this State, any money, thing or 
consideration-of value offered for he purpose of being bet or wagered 
upon the speed or endurance of any animal or beast, or to occupy any 
place, cr building or part thereof with books, papers, apparatus or parapher- 
nalia for the purpose of receiving or pretending to receive or for recording 
or for registering or for forwarding or pretending or attempting to for- 
ward in any manner whatever, any money, thing or consideration of value, 
bet or wagered or to be -bet or wagered by any person, or to receive or 
offer to receive any money, thing or consideration of value bet or to be 
bet contrary to the provisions of this Act, or to aid or assist or abet at any 
race track or place in any manner in any of the acts forbidden by this 
Statute. That any person or persons or association of persons, corpora- 
tion or corporations violating the provisions of this Act shall be fined not 
less than Two Hundred Dollars, nor more than Five Hundred Dollars, one- 
fourth of which shall be paid to the informer, and be imprisoned not less 
than thirty days nor more than ninety days. 


Section 2. That any telegraph company, its agent or employee that 
intentionally transmits or delivers any message to any pool room or per- 
‘son engaged in any manner in receiving, making or placing bets on any 
horse race, such company shall be fined in any sum not less than Five 
Hundred Dollars nor more than One Thousand Dollars for each offense, 
and any agent or employee violating any of the provisions of this: Act 
shall be fined not less than Two Hundred Dollars nor more than Five Hun- 
dred Dollars or by imprisonment in the County Jail not less than thirty days 
nor more than ninety days or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Section 3. A conviction for the violation of any of the provisions of 
this Act may be had upon the unsupported evidence of an accomplice or 
participant, and such accomplice or participant shall be exempt from pros- 
ecution for any offense in this Act about which he may be required to 
testify.

USED IN VIOLATION OF SECTION ONE OF THIS ACT.” 


Be it Enacted by the People of the State of Oklahoma: 


Section 1. That Section 2519 of the General Statutes of 1893, of the 
State of Oklahoma, be, and thé same*is hereby amended to read as fol- | 
lows: a 


“Section 2519. Every person who opens, or causes to be opened, or 
who conducts, whether for hire or not, or carries on either poker, roulette, 
craps, or any banking or percentage, or any gambling game, played with 
dice, cards, or any device, for- money, checks, credits, or any representa- 
tion of value, or who, either as owner or employee, whether for hire or not, 
deals for those engaged in any of such games, shall be guilty of a felony, 
and upon conviction thereof’ shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
five hundred dollars, nor more than two!thousand dollars, and by imprison- 
ment in the State Penitentiary for a term of not less; than one year nor 
more than ten years. 


Section 2. That Section 2520, of the General Statutes of 1893, of the 
State of Oklahoma, be, and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: ` 


“Section 2520 Every person who bets or plays at any of said pro- 
hibited games, or who shall bet or play at any game whatsoever, for 
money, property, checks, credits, or other representatives of value with 
cards, dice or any other device which may be adapted to, or used in play- 
ing any game of chance, or in which chance is a material element, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and is punishable by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five, nor more than.one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for a term of not less than one day nor more than thirty days, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment.” 


Section 3. That Section 2528 of the Statutes of 1893, be, and the 
same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2528. The magistrate to whom anything suitable to be used 
for gambling purposes, or furniture or equipment used in a place con- 
ducted in violation of this Act, is delivered, pursuant to the foregoing Sec- 
tion, shall, upon the examination of the accused, or if such examination is 
delayed, or prevented, without awaiting such examination, determine the 
character of the thing so delivered to him, and whether it was actually 
intended or employed by the accused or others in violation of the pro- 
visions of this Article; and if he finds that it is of a character suitable 
to be used for gambling purposes, and that it was actually employed or 


pr 
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intended to be used by the accused or cthers, in violation of the provisions 
of this Article, he shall so find and causé the same to be delivered to the 
Sheriff to await the order of the District Court. Provided, that any fur- 
niture or equipment susceptible of legitimate use may be sold and the 
proceeds thereof placed in the Court fund of such County, and that any 
money so found by the officers shall be placed in the Court fund of the 
County.” 


Section 4. Any person who sets up, operates or conducts, or who per- 
mits to be set up, operated or conducted in or about his place of business, 
whether as owner, employee, or agent, any slot machine for the purpose of 
having or allowing the same to be played by others for money, property, 
checks, credits, or any representative of value, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one hundred dollars, c~ 
by imprisonment in the County jail for a term of not more than thirty 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. Provided, however, that the 
rules of evidence relative to an accomplice shall not apply in trials for 
the violation of this Act.” 


Section 5. It shall be unlawful for the owner or owners of any real 
estate, building, structure, or room, to use, rent, lease or permit, knowingly 
the same to be used for the purpose of violating Section One of this Act: 
Any person who shall violate the provisions of this Section shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than‘ one hundred dollars, nor more than one thou- 
sand dollars, for each offense, to be recovered at the suit of the State. The 
penalty so recovered shall become a lien on the property and premises so 
used, leased or rented in violation of this Act from and after the date of 
the filing of the suit to recover such penalty, and the filing of a notice of 
the pendency of such suit with the Register cf Deeds of the County 
wherein said property is located and upon final judgment said property 
may be sold as upon execution to satisfy the same, together with cost 
of the suit; provided, however, that such lien shall not attach :to 
property under the control of any receiver, trustee, guardian or- 
administrator; but in such case, the receiver, trustee, guardian or admin- 
istrator shall be liable on his official bond for the penalty as incurred, and 
in addition thereto shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Each day such prop- 
erty is so used, leased or rented for any such unlawful purpose shall con-' 
stitute a separate offense, and the penalty herein prescribed shall be re- 
covered for each and every day. All leases between landlord and tenants 
under which any tenant shall use the leased premises for the purpose of 
violating any provisions of this Act, shall be wholly null and void, and the 
landlord may recover possession thereof as in forcible entry and detainer. 
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Section 6. Any owner, proprietor, manager, or person in charge of any 

. cigar stand, hotel lobby, store, or place where articles are kept for sale, 

who shall suffer, allow or permit any person to throw, shake or play dice, 

or any other game, scheme or device of chance, at or in such cigar stand, 

hotel lobby, store or place, shall be deemed guilty: of a misdemeanor, and 

upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five nor 
more than one hundred dollars. : i
